Compared to the total of 
5,800,000 Catholics in secular edu- 
cational institutions during the 
1949-50 school year, reported in 
the survey’s text, the sutvey said 
3,330,231 students were enrolled in 
Catholic institutions. 


Bishop O’Hara explained his 
estimate of four million Catholics 
in elementary public schools in this 
manner: 

“Every fourth child born in the 
United States receives Catholic 
baptism. In 1950 these infant 
baptisms numbered more than 
900,000. In the eight grades of our 
Catholic schools there are register- 
ed 2,500,000 pupils—approximately 
825,000 for each year. 

“On the basis of this calculation, 
after allowing liberally for all 
factors—including infant mortal- 
ity—there are approximately four 
million Catholic children in the 
elementary public school.” 

The Mid-Century Survey will be 
the basis of the ninth annual Con- 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine 
Congress in Chicago November 7 to 
11. All speakers and participating 
Bishops will have summaries of 
the survey beforehand, and will be 
able to draw on this material in de- 
tailing needs and drafting recom- 
mendations.

At some time or other, most of 
rus have played with jigsaw 
f puzzles. We started with the 
} simple and large pieced ones. We 
then graduated to the more intri- 
cate puzzles which contained lots 
of smal! detailed separate objects, 
such as a man, a dog, a house, a 
| tree and a horse. On the cover of 
the box there was a picture of the 
puzzle as it should be when com- 
pleted, and we often referred ‘to 
it to see where the man went in 
Telation to the dog, and the tree 
| relation to the house, and the 
horse in relation to them all. 
When, however, Junior threw away 
the cover of the box, and even 
though he left you all the pieces, 
we were faced with a much more 
| difficult task. 


that he is not just physically dis-— 


somewhat easy to spot the pieces 
that made up the man, or the tree, 
or the house, or the dog, or the 
horse. But how were they all re- 
lated to one another, and what 
should the picture look like when 
finished, these seemed unanswer- 
able questions. In fact, once 
Junior had thrown away the pic- 
ture of the completed puzzle we 
had lost the one integrating prin- 
ciple by which we could put to- 
gether all the little pictures of the 
man, the dog, the house, the tree 
and the horse. Now we were left 
with a lot of little pieces. We had 
a fractionalized picture, a picture 
that had disintegrated into a 
number of little pictures all sep- 
arate and broken up. 


If I were asked to say what 
was basically wrong with the chil- 
dren who have been brought to me 
with behavior problems, or indeed, 
what was basically wrong with all 
the adults suffering from neuroses 
or psychoses, I would answer that 
they had failed to put the jigsaw 
puzzle of «themselves together 
completely. Either they had lots 
of little selves, all separate and 
distinct, fighting one against the 
other for attention—they were not 
persons but bloody revolutions— 
or else they had hidden away some 
of the pieces of themselves which 
they did not want to form part 
of themselves—they were not per- 
sons, but fakes. One and all, they 
had lost the design of an integrat- 
ed personality. 

It is precisely this design of 
human life which our children 
need if they are to integrate the 
developmental distovery of the 
physical, emotional, intellectual, 
moral, social and sexual selves 
into a complete, unified picture. 
And what will the picture look 
like when it is finished? One of 
the first wondering questions 
which parents ask looking at their 
new-born child is: What will he 
be like when he’s grown up? But 
there is a deeper question which 
they never voice: What ought he 
to look like when he’s grown up? 
The answer to this question should 
be shouted from the house-tops, 
for the picture of the child when 
completed will be the image and 
likeness of God!

y Campaign Wins Wide Support 


‘Drive Sweeps County In Nassau, New York As Press And Radio Back It 


TWO weeks ago we called attention to the greater need than ever 


country from those who are actually determined to free their com- 
munity of objectionable magazines, comics and “pocketbooks.” 

Like many another religious or moral movement, or like the 
Catholic Church herself, the National Organization for Decent 
Literature Crusade is ever gaining new territofy while it becomes 
weaker in certain territory where it had achieved success. 

The following letter from the Nassau, New York, Catholic 
Action Coyncil will indicate how new fields are ever being opened 
with enthusiasm and with wonderful success: 

“The Decent Literature Campaign in Nassau County, New 
York, is progressing wonderfully and there is little, if any, indica- 
tion at this writing that anyone is going to offer much opposition. 

“Of the 51 parishes: in the County 35 have their campaign un- 
derway with at least 600 workers recruited and the remainder hope 
to be in full swing within the next couple of months, Bazaars, 
school fund drives and the like have been the main reasons for their 
delay. 

“Storekeepers and newsdealers on the whole have agreed to 
withdraw all the publications on the N.O.D.L. list and return them 
to the distributors. To date there have been only five cases re- 
ported to me where newsdealers have indicated their disinterest in 
the campaign, but here again they have not refused to cooperate. 

“The Rockaway News Co., distributors of the bulk of the 
publications in the County, acknowledged the threat to the com- 
munity at a recent conference with the writer and they felt*confi- 
dent that if the returns of disapproved literature were substantial 
they would be in a position to act with the publishers whom they 
service in eliminating them from the stands.

We recall very vividly the sev- 
eral times Dr. Charles Clayton 
Morrison, then editor of The Chris- 
tian Century, even advocated Pro- 
testant parochial schools if relig- 
ious instruction could not be made 
available to Protestant children at- 
tending the public schools. 


In the June 13 number of that 
periodical, it is represented that we 
cannot have a unified citizenry in 
the United States unless all should 
attend the same system of school, 
namely, our present public school 
system. He claims that we shall 
have a plural society as long as 
“any section can control the edu- 
cation of its children.” He refers 
to the parochial school system op- 


For instance, in interpreting the 
Commandment which requires chil- 
dren to obey their parents and cit- 
izens to be loyal to their country, 
it insists that lawful authority, the 
civil government, local, state or 
national, must be obeyed under 
penalty of sin.

The gift of Faith Js obscured by 
its intangibility, but it is none the 
less real. Before Faith is imparted 
to him, the person may flounder in 
the depths of confusion, even 
though the credentials of Catholic 
belief are crystal clear to him. 

After God has given him the 
grace of Faith, the convert ‘finds 
it difficult to understand how he 
could ever have hesitated or doubt- 
ed for a moment. — 

Generally, a sincere person of 
good will, who harbors no con- 
scious or subconscious prejudices, 
is given the grace of conversion af- 
ter careful consideration of the 
Church’s claims and proofs. — 

Others, however, have remained 
for years on the doorstep of the 
profession of Faith, even after the 
most thorough investigation. 


God Tells Us So 


Faith does not depend upon the 
talent or intelligence of the in- 
quirer. No penalty is placed on the 
unschooled, who may receive it as 
readily as the most educated, In 
fact, false erudition can be a 
stumbling block, and utter simpli- 
city an asset in obtaining it. 

So the rational basis for Catholic 
belief must not be confused with 
Faith itself, which is belief on the 
authority of God revealing—God, 
who can meither deceive nor be 
deceived. 

Faith is not required if a truth 
is fully comprehended by the na- 
tural light of reason. But in Cath- 
olic doctrine are truths, revealed 
by God, quite evidently not con- 
trary to reason, but which not even 
the keenest human intellects can 
begin to fathom. 

Faith is, first of all, a gift—a 
voluntary presentation on the part 
of God, 

Secondly, Faith is a supernatural 
virtue, one that cannot be attained 
by natural means. 

It is as impossible for any man 
to lift himself to the supernatural 
order of grace as it is for a stone 
to elevate itself to the order of 
Plants, or of plants to animals. 


God Makes Converts 


Not all the combined natural 
powers in the world would be ade- 
quate to raise a single soul to the 
order of grace, for natural and su- 
Pernatural powers are a difference 
In kind and not degree. 


Only the Source of grace, God 
Himself, can elevate souls to the 
supernatural life. “For by grace 
you are saved by faith, and not of 
yourselves, for it is a gift of God.” 
(Eph. 2, 8 

It is a mistake, then, for the 
would-be convert or the convert- 
maker to overlook the fact that the 
—? God plays through grace is 

y far the most important factor 
in every conversion. 


In the strictest sense, no one but 
God Himself is a convert-maker, 
for only He can bring anyone into 
the Faith. Without exception, He 
is the principal agent, effecting the 
conversion. 

St. Paul makes clear the insig- 
nificance of the role men play in 
the mystery of the gift of Faith, 
but at the same time indicates the 
dignity God gives to men in afford- 
ing them the opportunity of co- 
operating with Him. 

In I Corinthians 3, 7-9, St. Paul 
states that in elevating anyone to 
the superriatural order of Faith, 
“neither he who plants is anything, 
nor. he who waters, but God who 
gives the growth. Now he who 
plants and he who waters are one” 
(that is, are equal fellowworkers in 
the service of God) “yet each will 
receive his own reward according 
to his labor. For we are God’s help- 
ers, you are God’s tillage, God’s 
building.” 

We Catholics can implant the 
notion; we can prepare the way— 
two most important factors which 
precede practically every conver- 
sion. But of ourselves we cannot 
impart the grace of Faith. 

God is most generous in be- 
stowing the gift of Faith. But He 
does give it where and how He 
wills. 

The person who simply does not 
have the gift even after conscien- 
tious investigation should not be 
condemned if he cannot make a 
sincere act of Faith. ~ 

If he hesitates to submit himself 
to the Church at a time when you 
think he should, do not be impa- 
tient with him. Do not abandon 
him as hopelessly obstinate. 

God wants each of us to ask 
Him humbly for our needs. He may 
desire persistent begging from 
some for so marvelous a blessing 
as an intimate sharing in His di- 
vine life. 

He may ask members of His 
, Church to exercise charity for their 
neighbor through prayer and sacri- 
fice to an extraordinary extent be- 
fore He dispenses His gift. 

The divine element must always 
remain prominent, therefore, in the 
efforts of the convert-maker. 

Activity alone will bring meager 
results. Action must be balanced 
with prayer. 

The unsuccessful convert-maker 
may sometimes wonder why his

In prayers of petition, we make 
known to God our desires, either 
for ourselves or others. 


Prayers may be set forms, as 

found in prayer books, or they may 

e spontaneous mental conversa- 
tion ‘with God or His saints. 


Offered up for the intention of 
directing souls (or some one soul 
in particular) to the true fold of 
Christ, “gee ed will do much to ac- 
complish conversions. 


Augustine’s conversion from 
paganism to sainthood took place 
only after many years of prayer 
by his mother, St. Monica. 


The contemplative St. Theresa, 
the Little Flower, who never left 
her cloistered convent, is the pa- 
troness of missionaries. Without 
explaining doctrine to any of the 
hundreds of converts credited to 
her intercession, she won them by 
her prayer and sacrifice. 

It is extremely helpful if the 
non-Catholic person himself prays. 

Persons who are absolutely in- 
different, or are disdainful of the 
supernatural may refuse to do this. 

ut those who do have belief in 
God, even though it be vague, and 
who are sincere inquirers after 


truth, should raise no objection to 
saying the following prayer:

that is the true faith.” 


The non-Catholic’s main purpose 
in praying should be for honesty to 
admit error, and light to under- 
stand, humility’ to accept, wisdom 
to appreciate, and fortitude to em- 
brace the truth, whatever it may 
be and wherever he finds it. 


The Catholic himself must fully 
realize, then, that the process of 
conversion is conducted on a dif- 
ferent plane than he would conduct 
his temporal endeavors. 


He is not selling insurance; he 
is not rallying members for a club. 
He is encouraging and helping a 
soul to receive the gift of Faith. 
He is co-operating in a superna- 
tural venture. 

Since God is the principal figure 
in bringing about a conversion, the 
convert-maker (and the inquirer, if 
he will) should habituate Aimself

Through the doubtful advan- 
tages of newspapers and radios 
we become increasingly concerned 
about the ills which surround us.

other lands, he would be called a 
member of the professional class, 
and as such he would be in the up- 
per cut of society. 

I left his office and went over 
to the shop of my second associate. 
He occupied the huge loft of a 
rickety looking old building; and 
he and his son were working with 
their hands on a very minor piece 
of construction. He wore overalls, 
a slouched and battered soft hat, 
bulged a wad of tobacco into his 
cheek, and made his calculations 
with the stub of an ancient, chew- 
ed-up pencil that he held in a 
finger creased with labor’s dirt. In 
any land, he would be called a lab- 
oring man, and in most lands, he 
would be one of the proletariat. 

The exigencies of our job brought 
the two men together that evening 
to talk over the job the three of 
us were to do together. 

The architect came up to our 
meeting place in a Chevy three 
years old. He was dressed neatly 
but it was not this year’s suit. The 
man who worked. with his hands 
arrived in this year’s Oldsmobile, 
wearing this year’s snappy sum- 
mer suit. The architect worked at 
the desk on which we spread our 
plans with a chunk of ancient blue 
pencil; and the “laboring man” 
pulled out a beautiful $17 foun- 
tain pen and made suggested cor- 
rections with its fine gold point.

HIS is the story of the Cure of 

Ars. Perhaps if you’ve read the 
name at the top you'll think I’m 
making a mistake, but the saint 
was usually called the Cure d’ars 
when he was alive. Now that he is 
a saint in Heaven, it’s probably 
more polite to call him St. John 
Baptist Vianney, especially when 
we pray to him. 

Of course all of you know that 
the Cure d’ars just means that he 
was the parish priest of a place in 
France called Ars. This is a tiny 
little village in the very poorest 
ony of France, and the saint never 

ad any other parish all the time 
he was a priest. 


“That doesn’t sound very excit- 
ing,” you say. “What made him a 
saint?” 

Well, there’s really only one 
thing that makes people saints and 
that is—but I don’t need to tell 
you, I’m sure—you tell me. 


Anyhow, John Baptist Vianney 
started with the job God had given 
him to do, which was to make the 
people of his little village love God 
more. That was all he really cared 
about all his life—that people 
should love God with all their 
hearts and not cut themselves off 
from Him.

And sometimes people who 
were sick in body would come to 
him and he would heal them and 
then tell them to go and pray at 
the altar of his little church. 


This went on for years and years, 
and John Baptist Vianney was 
quite a sick man.

Even the 
night of his death, he managed to 
get into the Church, almost crawl- 
ing, to hear the confessions of the 
crowds waiting for him.

Butler once said: “This generation 
is beginning to forget the place 
that religious instruction must oc- 
cupy in education if that education 
is to be truly sound and liberal. 
We seem to forget that until 200 
years ago religious instruction 
everywhere dominated education; 
religion guided education, shaped 
education and solicited the mater- 
ial for education in every part of 
the world, in the Orient, Europe 
and the Americas. The result of 


has been to give paganism new 
aims and new influence.” 
Religion is the outcome of our 
rational nature — for man is a 
creature composed of body and soul 
and made to the image and like- 
ness of God. 
We find religion even among 
savage tribes with whom there is, 
practically speaking, no trace of 
legislation. Hence religion is not 
the results of an imposition of law- 
givers who might recognize in it a 
salutary restraint for their sub- 
jects. 
What happens to nations that 
expel God from their national lives, 
might be judged by what happened 
to a young student recently in our 
own country who lost his faith. He 
was 18 years of age. He was not a 
criminal by profession. He came 
from a good family and had re- 
ceived a high school education. In 
football he was a star. He was 
charged by the Court with a ser- 
ious offense against the moral 
code. The Court found him sane 
within the meaning of the law and 
declared him guilty. The young 
man testified that in reading pagan 
philosophies he had given up his 
belief in God. In less than a year 
after their acquaintance he was a 
confirmed atheist. 
With God out of his life there 
was no need for restraining the 
lower baser passions. The Paice 
in Court said that religion would 
have prevented his becoming a 
criminal. The Judge said: “The 
Court tried to analyze the life of 
this young man; a_ remarkable 
student, respectful, quiet, a con- 
scientious attender of church, a son 
of whom any parents might well be 
roud, until a year ago when he 
ecame obsessed with Nietzsche’s 
lyme ae He then abandoned re- 
igion and orderly society for a new 
concept ‘that moral consideration 
presupposes a very low grade of 
intellect.’ ” 
The Judge continued: “His con- 
duct was exemplary as long as he 
retained his religious views and in- 
fluences. His criminal tendencies 
and inclinations are traceable di- 
rectly to his newly acquired athe- 
istic convictions. Not every atheist 
is a criminal, but, in this Court’s 
experience, every criminal is 
estranged from the Church... .”

Great Progress In Family Life Apostolate

Fxc ELLENT progress on a na- 
tional scale is being made in 
the apostolate of the family. This 
is evident following completion of 
an extensive sampling survey of 
family activity programs carried 
on in the various dioceses of the 
country. 


The survey shows a noteworthy 
increase both in the number of 
programs carried out during the 
past year and in the number of 
organized groups and agencies par- 
ticipating in this apostolate. There 


have carefully organized programs 


elaborate and reasonably effective. 

A number of definite trends or 
special developments were noted as 
a result of the study. Particularly 
noteworthy has been the constant- 
ly increasing emphasis on the fa- 
ther and the high importance of 
his role in the home. 

Apparently the rampant child 
delinquency of the day has at last 
brought about a realization on the 
part of some that modern attempts 
at building a matriarchial—or 
solely mother-governed family— 
are unnatural and bound to end in 
ultimate failure. It is encouraging 
to note the growing tendency, par- 
ticularly on the part of the young- 
er generation of fathers, to inter- 
actively in the 


variety of the companion interests 
that are essential to a vital and 
successful family life. Few, if any, 
developments could be more full 
of promise for the future of the 
family.

Church, and often went beyond 
these in denying himself many 
favorite dishes. In prayer, : his 
greatest devotion was to the Suf- 
ferings of Christ, especially to the 
Holy Passion and Death. 

Today one frequently hears the 
excuse, “Let my wife do that.” “It’s 
the mother’s job to train the chil- 


dren in these matters.” “I’m away 
so much, I seldom have time to be 
at home.” Deplorable excuses! 
Louis could have made every one 
of them. Yet, he did not. 

The ae of children is a 
joint responsibility, and no father 
can honestly shirk his part thereof. 
Indeed, as “head” of the family, he 
bears the greater burden of the 
sacred trust of the immortal souls 
of his children. His example, along 
with “mother’s,” must point the 
“= to eternal life. 

ather should take the lead, as 
did St. Louis, whose feast occurs 
on Saturday of this week. That 
will make it easier for “mother” 
to come in with her part. The joint 
example will prove food for 
thought that will bear fruit not 
only now, but also in the later 
years, when sons and daughters 
have families of their own. They

Saeed rina progress on a na- 
tional scale is being made in 
the apostolate of the family. This 
is evident following completion of 
an extensive sampling survey of 
family activity programs carried 
on in the various dioceses of the 
country. 


The survey shows a noteworthy 
increase both in the number of 
programs carried out during the 
past year and in the number of 
organized groups and agencies par- 
ticipating in this apostolate. There 
is scarcely a diocese that does not 
have carefully organized programs 
in this field. Most programs are 
elaborate and reasonably effective. 

A number of definite trends or 
special developments were noted as 
a result of the study. Particularly 
noteworthy has been the constant- 
ly increasing emphasis on the fa- 
ther and the high importance of 
his role in the home. 

Apparently the rampant child 
delinquency of the day has at last 
brought about a realization on the 
part of some that modern attempts 
at building a matriarchial—or 
solely mother-governed family— 
are unnatural and bound to end in 
ultimate failure. It is encouraging 
to note the growing tendency, par- 
ticularly on the part of the young- 
er generation of fathers, to inter- 
est themselves actively in the 
training of the children in the 
home and ‘in the promotion of a 
variety of the companion interests 
that are essential to a vital and 
successful family life. Few, if any, 
developments could be more full 
of promise for the future of the 
family. 


Fathers Help Too 


One outstanding manifestation 
of the trend just indicated is seen 
in the large number of discussion 
clubs, or other organized activity 
groups, in the field of the family

ing among these are: Holy Fam- 
ily Guilds; Catholic Parents Cir- 
cles or so-called Mr. and Mrs. 
Clubs; Family Retreat Units; 
Cana. Groups; Home and School 
Associations; Family  Aetion 
Groups. A considerable number 
of mothers’ organizations are also 
increasingly featuring programs in 
which fathers are invited to par- 
ticipate. 

Interest in child training is on 
the increase. This has long been 
one of the major interests of the 
family apostolate, but the publica- 
tion of the U.S. Hierarchy’s state- 
ment on “The Child” has given it 
much additional impetus. 

More than 250,000 copies of the 
Family Life Bureau’s “Pledge to 
the Child” have been distributed 
since its release at the National 
Catholic Conference on Family 
Life convention in St. Louis last 
spring. The dissemination of all 
the Bureau’s publications on par- 
ent education averaging about 
150,000 copies a year has been no- 
ticeably increased. A 200-page 
vestpocket book on parent educa- 
tion, entitled “The Child’s World” 
which covers the entire field of 
child care and training, which is 
in readiness for the fall study 
club work, promises to further 
benefit this work. 

Another important trend in the 
apostolate of the family is the 
growing interest in the revival of 
religious practices within the fam- 
ily circle and the increased em- 
phasis on all the spiritual aspects 
of family life. This is doing much 
to counteract the secularist spirit 
that has characterized so many 
homes of the day. 

Examples of these practices 
themselves are: the parental bless- 
ing; the enthronement of the Sac- 
red Heart in the home; the use of 
& variety of sacramentals, parti- 
cularly adapted to the home; fam- 
ily prayers and devotions in com- 
mon; the displaying of evidence 
of religion, such as sacred pic- 
tures, crucifixes, and statuettes in 
the home; the Family Holy Hour 
in Church, with renewal of the 
marriage promises and recitation 
of the pledge to Christian mar- 
riage; family group Communion 
and assistance at Mass. 


Help For Youth 


Organized efforts to he] 0 
folks prepare for sharvlaets pee 
also on the increase.

Emphasis is being given to a 
variety of efforts to inspire youth 
with a high regard for sex or the 
virtue of chastity. This adds up to 
a positive attack on the conspiracy 
against chastity that has become 
so obvious. Happily, the realiza- 
tion has grown in Catholic circles 
that information alone, such as is 
imparted through sex education, 
so-called, is insufficient.

Starts $3 Million 


Drive For Funds 


Notre Dame—The University of 
Notre Dame Foundation, estab- 
lished in 1947 to coordinate gifts 
to Notre Dame, yesterday an- 
nounced the launching of a “Fa- 
ther Cavanaugh Testimonial Fund” 
with a goal of $3,000,000 by July 
of 1952. 


The “Father Cavanaugh Testi- 
monial Fund” is designed as a tri- 
bute to the Rev. John J. Cava- 
naugh, C.S.C., fifteenth president 
of Notre Dame,-who currently is 
in the last year of his second and 
final term of office. The $3,000,000 
fund will be used by Notre Dame, 
through the improvement and ex- 
pansion of campus utilities sys- 
tems, to carry forward and com- 
plete building projects inaugurated 
during Father Cavanaugh’s ad- 
ministration. 


Under Father Cavanaugh’s lead- 
ership the Notre Dame Foundation 
launched in 1948 a program to ac- 
quire $25,000,000 during the en- 
suing ten year period. Since that 
time alumni and non-alumni friends 
of the University have given $7,- 
000,000 to Notre Dame. These 
gifts—including the Science Build- 
ing, the E, M. Morris Inn, the I. A. 
O’Shaughnessy Liberal and Fine 
Arts Building and the Fred J. and 
Sally Fisher Memorial Residence 
Hall—have intensified the need for 
expansion of the utilities. 


Notre Dame officials hope to 
achieve the $3,000,000 goal, and 
thus keep pace with their long- 
range $25,000,000 program, 
through contributions of alumni 
and non-alumni friends of the Uni- 
versity to the Notre Dame Founda- 
tion, organized on an international 
scale with “governors” in each of 
the 48 states, the District of Co- 
lumbia and eleven foreign coun- 
tries. City chairmen of the Founda- 
tion also are active in 227 leading 
cities throughout the United States. 


A substantial portion of the 
fund also is expected to be con- 
tributed by the many friends Fa- 
ther Cavanaugh has made for 
Notre Dame through his nation- 
wide activities and travels since 
assuming the presidency in 1946.

Address Of Pope 
Pius To Rural 
Life Congress 


We bid you welcome, dear sons 
and daughters, whom a common 
attachment to Christian principles 
and to Catholic social doctrine has 
brought together from all corners 
of the earth—some of you from 
distant countries across the sea, 
others from nearer points in Eu- 
rope—to consider problems of 
rural life. You make especially 
clear, at this moment, the spirit in 
which you have conducted your dis- 
cussions, by expressing the desire 
that the blessing of the Vicar of 
Jesus Christ, by its supernatural 
power, may render fruitful their 
conclusions and results. 


With praiseworthy breadth of 
vision, your Congress has sought 
to extend its study to all men who 
live in rural areas; some of them 
directly engaged in working the 
soil, to make it yield vegetable 
and animal products for the satis- 
faction of their own needs and 
those of their fellows, others liv- 
ing with or among them to provide 
them with various necessary ser- 
vices. Two obvious facts, self evi- 
dent, should convince the least at- 
tentive of the importance of these 
problems. On the one hand, the 
fact that the majority of mankind 
lives on the land, either in isolated 
farms, or in villages or market 
towns; on the other hand, the fact 
that these problems, though of im- 
mediate concern to these popula- 
tions themselves, because of their 
indirect effects are of primary in- 
terest to the whole human race, 
and are related to the internal 
structure of the State, and even of 
the Church, by reason of the pro- 
found influence they. exercise on 
the biological and _ intellectual, 
spiritual and religious, develop- 
ment of humanity.

Shrewdest Persecution 
Used Against Hungarian 


Catholics By 


Vienna—(NC) — The Budapest communist regime is 
continuing its campaign of trying to convince Hungarian 
Catholics that the Bishops have “converted” to the regime’s 
point of view and are now whole-heartedly endorsing the 


communist program. 


This view is expressed by observers here after studying

the latest alleged article by a? 


bishop appearing in Magyar Nem- 
zet, a supposedly Catholic paper 
which has been branded as pro- 
schismatic by Vatican Radio. 


The article is attributed to 
Bishop Andrew Hamvas of Csanad, 
who is also Apostolic Adminis- 
trator of Esztergom, the primatial 
See. An earlier article appearing 
in the same paper had been attrib- 
uted to Bishop Bartholomew Bad- 
alik, O. P., of Verzprem. Both 
articles give reasons why the 
Board of Bishops took the oath of 


loyalty and at the same time 
praise the regime’s activities in 
behalf of “peace” and the “wel- 
fare” of the “working people.” The 
article attributed to Bishop Ham- 
vas said in part: 


“It was a fortnight ago that 
members of the Board of Bishops 
took the oath of loyalty and we 
can now state that both the clergy 
and the faithful welcome this 
news. The Bishops in their oath 
pledged themselves to serve the in- 
terests of the people in the per- 
formance of their duties. The in- 
terests of the people are foremost 
in the constitution which considers 
them as guideposts. We can only 
approve of this.” 


Aecording to observers here, 
this campaign of painting the 
Bishops as having become con- 
verted to the regime’s point of 
view is part of the shrewdest kind 
of religious persecution now 
carried on in Hungary. 


Through steps already taken, it 
is pointed out, the regime has 
isolated the Bishops both from 
Rome and from their flocks. The 
third step, it is said, is to use the 
Bishops as tools, however unwill- 
ing, to promote the regime’s in- 
terests. 


Because no papal representative 
is permitted in Hungary and the 
Bishops are prevented from free 
communication with the Holy See, 
they are in effect cut off from 
Rome. They have also been cut 
off from their flocks through the 
recent impositien of communist 
“chancellors” in

Sapiehas Diocese 


London — (NC) — Archbishop 
Eugene Baziak, Coadjutor of Cra- 
cow, has been elected Vicar Capi- 
tular of that See following the 
death of His Eminence Adam Car- 
dinal Sapieha, according to res 
ports reaching here. 


The Archbishop will take over 
direction of the Cracow archdio- 
cese until the Holy See appoints 
an Ordinary for the See. He was 
named Coadjutor to Cardinal Sa- 
pieha without right of succession 
only a few months ago. He was 
previously Archbishop of the La- 
tin-Rite Archdiocese of Lwow. He 
was ousted from his See when the 
Russians annexed that area after 
World War II 


Meanwhile, other reports reach- 
ing here state that about 200,000 
Catholics gathered from all parts 
of Poland to attend the funeral 
services for Cardinal Sapieha at 
Cracow. News of the funeral ar- 
rangements for the Cardinal 
reached. the Polish faithful 
through posters placed on church 
doors throughout the country and 
by word of mouth. The commun- 
ist-controlled press and radio ig- 
nored the event. 


The remains of the Cardinal lay 
in state in St. Francis Basilica in 
Cracow for three days and thous- 
ands passed by his bier to pay 
final homage to Poland’s only 
Prince of the Church, who was 
known as the “Father of the 
Poor” for his widespread charit- 
able activities. 


All Cracow’s Catholic church 
bells tolled as the funeral proces- 
sion marched from St. Francis 
Basilica to All Saints Square and 
then to the Wawel Cathedral. 
Many people in the streets wept 
as the remains of their ¢piritual 
father passed. Taking part in the 
procession were all members of 
the Polish Hierarchy, headed by 
Archbishop Stefan Wyszynski, 
Primate of Poland. 

_Also present was Antoni Bida, 
director of the Communist re- 
as Office for Religious Af- 
airs.
